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A RESURRECTED LETTER.

It is, to many in this community, no
surpricse that the eeveral enterpriges,
started three or four years ugo, through
which mapy castern people were in-
dnced to purl with their hard-earned
savinge, or bave become involved in liti-
gation over their obligations, bave failed
and brought disaster to the projectors.
That businees men in the East should
agree to purchase lands in this locality
without knowing anything of the title or
nature of the lands, except what they
were told by agents of the corporations
which claeimed to own them, was some-
thing which business men here could
not comprehend.

These enterprises, or scemes, farnish
a good illnstration of the gullibility of
the American people, a characteristic
which Barnam frankly admitted was
largely the bnsis of 'his success. Bat it
was doe not entireiy to their gullibility
that these investors were deluded.
Some of them withheld their patronage
aotil after they had sent eome one of
their noumhber to investigate and report,
and relying upon the report thusob-
tained invested. It will be of interest
to people here to read at the present
time one of these reports made by a
man who came to investigate for his
fellow-citizens, and which wére em-
bodied in a letter to Tue CHrosiCLE
published June 17, 1882. Additionsl
interest 18 given to this article by the
fact that, as wo are informed, the writer®
ia one of the accusers of O. D. Taylor,
who has been arrested for obtaining
money under falee pretenses. Among
other things Dr. Cornell, the investiga-
tor referred to, saye in this letter:

“A number of my fellow-citizens in-
vested in lote in Grand Dalles on the
strength of its geographical position rod
certain other representations made by
the above-named company. Troe to
haman nature, as soon as the invest-
ment was made many of them sought
information from your citizens who
ought to know, and occasionally a reply
would be received which would throw
grave doubls on the futare prospects of
this place and impugn the motives and
honesty of its promoters. Asaresult I
am here to investigate, which I have
done, and must say that I am agreeably
surprised, and coneider the possibilities
for a futare, and that in the near future,
better than any other point in the
Northwest coast, The representations
made to me by the investment company
I ean now verify, and if you bave any
citizen who ‘“‘leels sorry’” for the eastern
investor through misrepresentations of
this company, I adviee him to sleep
easy; taking precautions, however, for
a safe retreat from the cyclone which is
due here the day the contract for the
completion of the cascade locks is let.

“Now, I notice Tue Curoxicre has &
sirong disposition to be loyal to your
city and its best interests, and in addi-
tion to noting ite resources, I would sng-
gert that you draw attention to this
point as a manufactoring center. The
rapids, just above Terminal bay, will
furnich power for all manufacturing
plants which may locate here, # *#
More has been done in the East to draw
attention to this point than many of
your citizens are aware, and instead of
throwing cold water on the scheme of
the Interatate Improvement Company,
they should give them a loyal support.
If this were done a beautiful city wonid
goon adorn the banks of the Colambis.
Whether done or not, there is no power
which can prevent what natuve has des-
tined, and that is a manufacturing city
at this point.”

Tue CunroxicLe never “threw eold
water'' on thescheme, but it was, and ie,
loyal to our city and ite best interests,
and on that adcoun! always cautioned
the public against the visionary echemes
of O. D. TayloF and his associates; and
Tae CurexicLe’s advice to exercise
caution in going into the schemes was
looked upon by Dr. Cornell and many
others as a disposition to throw cold
water,

Steady
work, at fair remuneration, with free-
dom from worriment, is genersally o sat-
isfactory to the laboring man that he
needs no day of rest other than the one
which Divine aothority and universal
custom has grantad once in each week.

CUBA AND THE PRESENT AD-
MINISTRATION.

Mr. Cleveland's admipistration is
having its hands full in trying to pre-
vent Cuban eympathizers in this conn-
try from rendering substantial aid to
the revolutionists.

Tue CurosicLe has lost a rival, and
we desire tosay to all who have in tipues
past looked upon this paper as the voice

NOW FOR GOOD ROADS.

The transportation questioh is now
practically eolved for The Dalles. By
another season competition will rednee
river rates to the minimum, and the re-
moval of any mnecessity to break bulk
between here and Portland will place us
in the most favorable position of any
city in the state, except Portland. We
need, however, better fucilities for reach-
ing the interior. We have some good
roads into the interior, but they are
few. We need one good road, with easy
grades' and solid foundation from here
to the heart of Sherman county; we
need a good road from the neighborhood
of Fossil; we need a better road into
Kliokitat wvaliey. These will not be
buoilt without s united effort on the part
of our businees men and a liberal contri-
bution of money; good roads will never
make themselves in this coontry. A
good beginning could be made by the
bunilding of a broad, level and smooth
road from the top of brewery hill to
3-Mile. This road is now about’ ns
rough and trying npon a loaded wagon
as any in the state. When thie is done
we might, with great profit to the city,
give our attention to the road np the
river ko 5-Mile. That piece of road is a
terror to a Sherman county teamster,
and is the worst part of the road be-
tween here and the [ree bndge.

Braine, money and work will give ue
as good roads a8 any country hae, and
when we have facilities by which busi-
nees can reach ns, it will come, If when
the Cascade canal is opened the capital
which our bosiness men have tied in the
steamboat business could be invested in
good roads into the interior it wounld
make The Dalles the second largest town
in the 'state within-thtee years. The
transportation bueiness will now take
care of itself; but the roads must be im-
proved, or the sdvantages which we will
soon enjoy by reaeon of the opening of
the river will be of little use to us.

Whatever may be the resalt of the
tournament at Vanconver, we are confi-
dent that The Dalles hose team will so
eonduct themeelves that the city will
take pride in them. We wish them
success, but we shall esteem them ns
citizens just the same, whether victo-
riond or not.
